I will try to spend more time 
working 80 metre EU long path in the EU morning, but the contact rate is very slow, and other 
bands are busy then. I can hear many G's perfectly around 3799 at 0700 GMT, but they can't 
hear me despite power and good long path antenna. Unfortunately high band condx -- 17-12- 
15-10 -- are truly dreadful, at the half way point of our operation. Still trying!" 73 LAURIE, 
G3UML REMEMBER the VK9LA activity will end on October 23rd.
